The difTerence between the new and tba 
old, or Fiench procees, ia that tbe new wa/ 
ia to luaiiiifactiire tlie carbonic acid gaa 
eaparately, and foroe it into the wine, just 
as it ia forced into soda water, while for the 
old method tbe gaa ia formed in tbe wine by 
tbe natural prooaae of fermentetion. Bmi- 
nent expert authority ia quoted in support 
of tba ttaiement that it is imposiiible for a 
cbemiat to tell by analyaia whether tbe gaa 
in any sparkling wine ia the natural or tba 
artificial product. Imprisonment for a ysar, 
11,000 fine aud an additional fine of El a 
gallon are penaltiat that nay ba tilpMM 
for violation of the law. 

There are about a dozen flrma in the atate 
engaged in the manufaoture of the "new 
prooeea" wine. Moat of tbam are in tbia 
dty. They held a oonfarance last week aad 
deeUed to continue tba business as usiflfl, 
and to unite in making a legal flght, if aay 
attempt is made to enforce that part of tha 
law. They claim that tba words "carboolo 
add" were slipped late tha bill in tba lalar* 
eat of foreign whie men and manufacturars 
in thia country who use tbe French method. 

At the <itllco of H. T. Dewey & Son, on 
Fulton stitM't. It waa aaid: 

"The law merely anticipat<M our action, 
as we were about adopting the old proosas 
anyhow, on nccoiml of the bad name "'»nta 
unpriucipliNi umo ('oncoctort hatl givea . 
the carbonating ineMiud by adulterating 
their product. For that reason wo m o not 
in tbe coiiibjivition to tight the law, but we 
believe witJi the other wine men that there 
is neither jusliee i\or validity in the prohi- 
bition of the u.se of carbonic acid. Aa for 
tbe rest of the law we heartily favor it It 
ia aa much a safeguard for reputable mann- 
faoturers as for the public. The 'gaulisiiig' 
of wine by tlie streU hing of it with water 
and sugar, whioh is not dangerous adultera- 
tion, cae. lrK> continued, but the 'gauliaed' 
product must bo laltelod at ita true value. 
The law says letters half an inch high must 
be used in marking bottles as containing 
'pure,' 'hair or *niiide' wines, aooonling aa 
ttiey have 25, HO or 75 per cent. roj|)ectively 
Sf the water and sugar in them. 

"Aa for regular injuriea adulteration, 
that is stopped altogether, and you have no 
idea how much of a stoppage it ia. Why, 
they make wine now-a-days without a par- 
ticle of grape juice in it We have juat ra- 
osived f I'uiu Portugal a propoaition to aup- 
ply us with a secret coloring matter. Tha 
prop<«ition haa it all figured out for ua to 
show that with an amount of their stulT. 
costing ill our money, we can turn l,ti60 
gallons of white wina bito claret lliey 
aent a sample with tba offer. Juat so much 
of it aa oould be taken up on tbe point of a 
knife blade, turned a glass of water in an 
inataat into the loveliest claret oolotad 
Bqaid you aver saw."
